These ratios are the best proof we could have 
of the sj'leadhl sffleienev of our army sanitary 
regulkiioiis, of the skill and fsithfulnees of the 
army medical Cur]<&, and of the thorooghness 
and great uselulnccs of onr Sanitary Cuaiml*- 
i •i.n't work.

' The French, whose sanitary rcgu'.aUo&s were 
j much prslstd. were even wotM. They lost 
; 7.500 men by battle, CO.bOO by disease — nearly 
: seven time* tbe number of casualties, In-Head 
of leas than twice, as with ns: and 65 OOu more 
I were sent home to be discharged as invalids, s 
I considerable proportion ol whum no doubt 
died of their diseases. 

To show what good management, thorongb 
sanitarv- regulations, and the eOicient and or- 
ganized work of the Sanitary Commission did 
tor onr soldiers in this war, we will compare 
further with the resnits ot tbe Mexican war. 
In that war, according to Government recums, 
only 1.518 men died in bauie or ol wonniK, 
bnt 12 *48 died of disease, and 12 232 were sent 
boine sick. This was woise even than Ute 
Crinican ntDras. We see by these suilsiics 
wtot the country owes to the wise and nubie 
a-cii who-, at the r iiening ot the stnigg.*, on- 
ciei'.ock to care for the health of the troops; 
who. in the service and in ihe Sanitary Com- 
mh-siOD, labored nnceasingly u> si>resd sound 
tat fury information, to e^taulieh and ecfuice 
sanitary regulations, and who, with the help of 
the psuiotic women of the iaiid, goihcred auu 
exjcnced nearly one hundred mi.iions of dol- 
lars lor enj'i'iementsry sn; piles and relief. 

I ! onr losses by dicease hod been in the some 
pre portion as those of the English in theCri- 
.->ea, 1 18,000 more men would have cumbered 
the death rolls; if they Lad been in the same 
prc'i>oition as the French in the rame war, we 
vhould have moamed over .'70, t*.") more deaths 
th:.ai actiully occurred. And all these Uvea 
were isved by the ezeelleiice ol the hospital 
service, the care and skill ct the ined; . oi staff, 
and. not least, by the ontiring providence of 
the Sanitary Cummlssiun. 8nruy tuere U no 
molt giorioos passage in Ih; record of the wsr 
than this of Uvea saved to the conntry and to 
ibtir frieeds by inteliiges’. and husone care. 

There are some other interesting facts shown 
m these taMes. It Hems that all the Sir las. ex 
ctj>t Georgia and SauUi Carolina, furnished 
trooi« lor the Unioc armies.

“On account of citcntnsLmces such os I have 
doscrit'ed, finding mjself st the close of tbe 
epidecic of 1»43 at tbe end of ordinary te- 
sontces, I had recourse to a new and totally 
dihcieni medicine, which was tuentlonsd In a 
letter addressed July 7th lo ths Gazette Medi- 
cals, of which letter 1 ask permission to rt pro- 
duce a brief paEssgi.: ‘In the last of the menth 
of Jute, when I was no longsr chart’wl with 
cholera service, it happened lo me to receive 
on the IJth and 14th, Mven men who had 
diarrhea, some of four and some of elgut hours’ 
duration.

1 aaked for auffrage for 
all. II thh eodety deelree to keep its eye npon 
ibe negro, we may ask that woman may have 
(he ballot that she may give.it to the negro 
Yonr Government will be a rank despotism 
when rou deny the woman her rigbu ae well 
at when yin deny the negro hi^ We shall 
never have t«ace or liberty in this conniry, but 
tnrmoU and rcvolation upon revolution, until 
are take the broad ground of liberty to alL 
This qneetion asks ns to be tme to the slave, 
and use a larger agency to accomplish hU 
ligbta. 

A slim, drab old lady, with a tj taker bonnet, 
here got np, walked to Mr. Footer, and taking 
him tn- the shonldar wbiaperud something in 
bis ear in an endearing manner. 

What she said ie not known, bat Mr. Foster 
conticoed — My friend snggcits that I said I 
would not vote for women to have the ballot, 
and yet I work with the Kepnblican partv.

Mr. Lee said be bmleved that, so far as te it 
being true that the right of snifrage to the ne- 
gro was to be eecur^ by women’s vote, be 
thought that wi.nid be the thiim that wonld 
prevent it. It was womsu's inuaence in the 
opeia boose, the thtam, the church, the omni- 
bos, that kept aiive the prejudice against the 
negro, lie stated many insUncee. He eew in 
cur riot a negro, qniverlng in the agoniee of 
death, snrpended to a lamp-poet, with a crowd 
ol women about him, Jeering at and pelting 
him withetonrs. Bo, too, in the rebellion, the 
meet fiendUb and devilish spirit has been man- 
iiested by the women. 

Mr. Prince said if this society took cogni- 
sance of tie rights of white women in Hew 
York, it dienid also claim the ballot for the 
black women of the South. We should not be 
alraid of this qneetion. This 'jnestion is not a 
foreign one, but one pertinent to the objects of 
this Eoci^. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Cadv Stanton indnlged in a 
very eloquent Muegyric on woman. 

Mr. George W. Sibley, of the Tribnne, said 
the reason there were so many of the class of 
women of which Mr. Lee bad sptAen wts that 
iteie were so many sneh men as her. 

Mr. P^per oSiu^ a resolution that the .\ntl- 
Slavety Boneiy o.'gaaize at once a political as- 
sociatioD and enroll the names of persons who 
will pledge themselves not to vote tor any one 
who does not favor negrosnlfrage.

Mr. Pbiiliiit said that eo far as the law-mak 
ing power was cuncernued. there war nothing 
tor the Anti blavery Society to ask but suffrage: 
that was a glorious fact, and should command 
our gratiluda.

• wt‘le" and “ 0 . 110 .” In a esuae for which 
women had labored lor thirty veara she did not 
see lie jutiice of securing suffrage to the negro 
and der.yii g it to women. 

Mrs Abby Kelly Fi stor considered it out of 
p'oeeto bring the qoetion of woman's suf- 
irage into this convention. Saffrsge to the ne- 
gro and woman, allhcn ib tber were one in a 
broad setae, were separated in the public mind, 
and were best advocated separato-’y. This was 
not a sufirage scca'y al .ue, it wot an anti- 
riareiy aucKty. Ihe negro wassilU a slave in 
fact, and u im sent, while the dvil rights ot 
cegrais eSnoot be protected, we were tiiU an 
anti slavery society. 

Tte Chairman. tVeni'e'.! I’blllip*. with somt 
atvrbiiy. sau'. Mre 8 . '.ntua’a amendment was out 
of orr er. hecsu.e it was not consiatent with the 
coDs'rtutioc. 

Robert Purvis, of Philadelphia, said he wr u'd 
apftwi from tbe chainuau's dreiston.

Th^ have found some pa- 
pers on bis i«raou, and' one of the documents 
U in the lurm of s proclamation to the people 
of Ruada, in which it b announced that the 
world will not or can never enjov peace until 
all tbe princes have been deetroyed.

The charkcs of Judke Underwood to the 
grand jury of Nortbfa, which baa indicted Je9. 
ll-vis lor treacon. b largely occupied with the 
1 ant'ul influence of slavery on Virkima aud 
tbe drmorallzallpn coesequent upon rebellion. 

We think it better, in imitation of the srreat 
and kood martyred Lincoln and In imitation of 
tbe ifreat Ruler of the universe, whose judg- 
menus and retributions are slow but sure, mat 
we should approach this kreat questioo of the 
pnnlshmei t of the authors ol the terrible rebel- 
Ikn with all possible dellberstion, dbcrimlna- 
tiop, CaUtiun, and clemency, so that ubunoec- 
cesarv blood may be added to the torrents -bat 
have already eoaked the soU of onrdtv-i'.cd 
State. 

This conrt entirely acreea with the President 
In biaofuu repeated declaration that treason ie 
the kr-.ateat of crimee and oukbt to be siknallv 
P'Diiiabed, and that it ia cowardly to pnokb sub- 
ordinale and comparatively insikniUcant trait- 
ois, and allow the princii'als to escape. We 
also conenr in the opinion that the lenders in 
the late rebellion may be treated cither as 
traitors or pnMic enemies, aa thay were, nn- 
donbiedly, toth by the taws of the naUou and 
the CommoDwealih.

Walking into 
the house, yon would behold a hale, hearty 
German at his bench, stitching or pegging away 
for very life; while his quick, brisk little wile 
bntitd herself with domcetic duties, and their 
little chiidnn played with scrape of leather 
and prattled sometimes in German and some 
times in EugUsh. Late at night and early in 
the muming, the rap of the bamnser was hurd. 
The father's life seemed only an alternation of 
toil Md repose— his only recreation silenily 
drinking his beer before eating, or quleliv 
smoking his pipe after meals. 

Tkns smocthly time gilded on. adding a few 
era* bain to the beads of the parents and soft- 
Iv shading the sunny locks of their children. 
The war broke out. The taiher was seized 
with an earnest desire to serve the country of 
his adoption, and, though nearly fifty yean of 
age. be volunteer^. Tearing himself from the 
emtirace ot his wife and nnkniitieg the arms 
of his children from about his neck, he j oiued 
kis regiment and left NashvlUe, to return no 
more nntil the close of the war. When peace 
was restored, be hastened to the city, rnshed 
to his home — alas! the destroyer had been there!

To a lawyer be related the sad 
sloiyol bis wrongA .t bill for divorce was 
filtd. Before the uial, the wife seemed peni- 
tent, dismissed her lovtr. and promts refor- 
maUen and ftuure fidelity. Confiding in her 
slnctiltv, lorglvirg her because of her ptnl- 
ittce, ar.d bltssing her la the name of tLelr 
children, with smiles and teats he drew her to 
hi? 1 ewem. and told her how rejoiced he was, 
btd that their bsppiiieee should never again be 
disturbed. 

The family was reunited, the wicked de- 
slrojer of their peace departed, and the future 
set ined hrigLl before ibem. The wile bad

beUeved by tome practical men. to enrich the 
soil at mnch as the droppiegs of cattle from a 
qnatUty of green food three times as great. 

If such is the case, are we notjustifisd in the 
statement that ibere are methods of improving 
our lands without the aid of either town or 
ioreign manures? The empiormeat of these 
methods, bowsver, will require time and cspl- 
tal. The capital may be In the stordv labTr of 
men and teams and the implements used. In- 
stead of ready money earned bv some other la- 
bor. The process will be a slow one on verv 
poor lands, bnt. on land lo fair condition, nesr- 
ly aa quick as that of bam manure. 

The true couirc. It seems to os, is to intro- 
dace it at once on some portions >jf the farm 
and eaperially on lands moat remote from the 
buildings, and thus save the cost of mnepun- 
log mannre. 

We have stated above that the time to turn 
under the crop Is when the flowers have jnit lie- 
gnn to open. We are aware, however, that 
there M a diSerence of opinio, on this point— 
tome antboriiies preferring that the crop should 
be ripe when plowed under. The facts to settle 
this point arc chemical ones, and require more 
knowk dge of chemistry than we possess to au- 
ihoritaUvely decide.

PROIVST’s CONFESnION. 

To the aeioDlshment of everybody, Probst 
yesterday made a lull conleeriun UetecliTa 
Franklin and a nnmber of reporters visited him 
at the I'rison, where he made a clean breast of 
the whole matter. That be would do so no one 
beJitTcd. All thought that he was hardeued in 
crime, and would never confess tbe "deep dam- 
nation’’ of bis guilt. But yesterday be made a 
full, clear, and comprehensive statement of the 
merder. He says be had no accomplice in tbe 
work; that be alone killed all hie ylcUms, en- 
ticing them into the barn, where be knocked 
them in the head with an ax that be had placed 
behind the door. 

The only exception to this mode of proceel- 
ing was tbe boy. Frotwt says that the bov was 
working In the meadow, nwr the hayrick. Ue 
was only a lew feet from the bank of the draiu. 
age ditch. Probst said be piu'ted awhile wheth- 
er lo strike th e lad or noL Ue said be acarceiy 
bad tbe heart to do it. But presently, as though 
iciplrited by u demon, be strnek the nnolTend- 
Ing boy on the bead, and then cm hla throat to 
make cure work of It The blood flowed pro- 
forely from tbe wound, and completely stained 
the bank of earth. Probet turned the bloody 
parte of the ground into the diich, atdUiaii 
placed tte body ol the boy nnder the hiyrlck, 
hiding hie cap beneath the plank bridge that 
i( anned the ditch. 

I’hie work having been accomplished. Probft 
then proceeded to tbe barn and called tbe old- 
er. ton of Mr. Decring to that place 1 1 assist 
liim In attending to a sick cow. At this mo- 
ment Probet eaid he had no other feeling than 
that c f a demon in thirst ol blood. Wuy >t w*e 
to he could not tell. He conld have killed a 
hundred people at this lime bad they been- 
there. Ue now went abont murdering the tam- 
iiy. Ue killed the eldest boy at a aingle blow, 
chc PI ed him on the 'diroat, and then placed the 
btxly In the oorn ctlb attached lo the ban, Tois 
having beer, accomplished, be called Mrs. Doer- 
irg from the house, stated that a cow was down 
in the barn, and desired her to help h.m to 
raise tie animal. 

Ble prc’ceeded to the barn to render assist- 
ance. As she entered the doorway, Probst 
ee:zed the axe that be had placed behind the 
door, and with a ^rngle blow killed her. Ue 
then rut her throat and dragged her body and 
placed it In the crib by tbe side of her ton. Ue 
then proceeded to the boute and took the chil- 
dren ont one by one, and killed them all In the 
same wav le be bad done tbe others. 

When Mr. Deering and Uise Dolan, his 
coDsin, ariived, *be alighted and went into the 
h' nee ard divested be.'Belt of bonnet, furs and 
sbkvfl. Mr. Deering wis in the yard, and 
Probet repeated tbe story of the cow down in 
the barn. Mr. Drcring pro'joeded to the barn, 
and as he paosed through tbe doorway Probst 
struck him a heavy blow on the head. Mr. 
Deeiing was Instantly killed, allhough, as 
Probst says, in order to make the bloodv work 
a sure success, be cut bis throat 

Probtt Iten went out of the bara into tbe 
yard. At the same time Miss Dolan came from 
the dwell Dg. 8he said, “AmUonv, woere U 
Mr. Deering?” Probst replied, •’Ueie in the 
bam attending to a cow that is down." Bhe 
proicedcd at once to the barn, Probst follow- 
leg her. As she entered the doorway, the 
murderer seized tbe sxe and struck her on the 
her d, and she fell dead.

The saccesaful culiivatior. of sorghum, or tbe 
so<ailed Chinese sugar aae. in thi; coumry, is 
not al that was atiUcipaUd bv tho e who to 
ean-estly rncuorageJ its introdaetion a few 
yeais t^. Tbe crop, it Is true, is what mav be 
called a reliable oue, aod tbe yield is suffleinit- 
|y at>oiidaat, bnt tbe prodom is not a sugar 
that promket to assume a Terr high rank in 
commerce. Tbns far, the greaust snccess that 
can l« claimed for sorgfanm la tbe prodnetion 
of a chi ap eyrap that, for an ofletsive taste, la 
without a rival. 80 far aa any experiments yet 
mode, either in altemiHS to manufac'-ure syrnp 
or sogar from sorgbnm. have demonstrated, 
there lit not mnch prcwpecl that aorghnm will 
ever become the rival of our Bontbern sugar 
cane. To find that rival which will prove ita 
adaptatioB to a mere northern climate, our 
asricuUn-lits will probably be compellel to 
tom their at'cniion to some other sugar pro- 
docirg pianL 

In Enrope, tbe production of sugar from the 
beet has iscreaotd during rbe lost quarter of 
a tvutnry at a most aatonisbing rate. Tto first 
maiufactory of beet ragar in France was es 
UMisbed in 1810. under the encouragement ot 
Napoleon, wbo was anxious to render France 
independent of paying tribute to Eugland for 
her colonial productions of sugar. Tua man- 
nfactue. however, was not firmly etubikbed 
ODlU almcel a quarter of a eenlurv later. In 
1827, the product in France was only l.OUO 
tons. In 1S37, It bad reached 39,000 tons, in 
1 n 57, 1M.000 tone, and by a late arrival, the 
es imstad (irodnet ia 390,000 tons. In Belgium 
and Austria, tbe increaee hss been equally rap- 
id. tbe farmer having trebled rield in tbe 
laet fifteen yeata, and tbe latter having increa^ 
tatuer ty vearulromS.OOOto 8-'>.000 lou?. Tbe in- 
crease in all tbe countries ot Europe since Ik' 8 
has been from tbe small aggregate of T.iMO 
te«s to a taal in 189<> of i><;8.5(x> tons— which is ' 
souielbing more than one hall of tbe total an- I 
nna! consumpUon of angar in ail Europe. 

Tt e ptodoetion of beet sugar is limited to no I 
partknlar oountry or climate in Europe. The ' 
vegeubte will grow anywhere In tbe temperate i 
zone, rcqoiring only fonr months to perf^t its 
growth, while the sugar cane of tbe Boutb oc- | 
cnples frem twelye to fifteen months in cnltiva- ' 
tion. Tbe bet, es compared with the cane, is ' 
tbe more reliable crop, and poeaesaes this great ' 
advantage, that while the cane must be nunu- ' 
fsctsred in a few days after cutting, tbe beet ran ' 
be sUHCd and maunfactured al leisure. The ]>er- 
antage of ingar obtained from it is nearly 
equal to tbe cane, and the quality to said to be 
quite rqnaL Very little attcouon however, hes 
been given to the eubject In this countrv, prob- 
ably bteause ot ladt of knowledge as the meth- ' 
od of manu f acture, as well as from tb suppo- . 
sUlofi, that, w ith the ruling low price of sugar, 
it wi. old not pay. But frem informatloD lur- ' 
niched by the last censiu, Mr Kennedy in hto 
irpcTt ni< n the sgrkulture of the eou'ntrv. cz 
ptesres the opinion ^mtthe matuisciure of su.
